Isn't the pending cut in the armed ‘forces, then, also 
meant to keep the people from seeing the real intent 
of Administration policy and to build up the GOP as a

Here the GOP gets what amounts to a helping hand 
‘from Democratic leaders. When Democrats like Humph- 
rey, Vinson and Kefauver start attacking the cut in armed 
forces and insist the world situation doesn’t warrant it, 
they are not only flying in the face of what every parent 
feels—they are, at the same time, helping to fashion the 
myth of the GOP as a “peace party.
